(JB —The American pilot of a Chinese airliner re¬ 
ported today that Japanese warplanes had forced him to set his plane 
down near Canton and then machine-gunned it, killing or wounding 
at least 14 of the 17 persons aboard. 

H. L. Woods, of Hays, Kans., the pilot, reached Macoa unhurt. 
All others on the plane were Chinese. The forced landing was made 
on a small river between Canton and Macao, Portuguese colony 50 
miles to the south. 

Woods sent this message to the China National Aviation corpora¬ 
tion, owners of the plane: "Landed on river okay.

aid for CThina’s fight against Ja¬ 
pan. He had made reservations 
but cancelle'’ them. 

A British ^nbo:^i. and Chinese 
troops set wt fhbm Canton to 
search for any further survivors 
of the attack. 

Woods brought Lou and his ra¬ 
dio operator to Macao after a dif¬ 
ficult journey In a sampan along 
narrow, winding creeks. He re¬ 
ported he had to bring his plane 
down when the Japanese persisted 
in diving threateningly all 
around it. 

WOMEN ON BOARD 

Dr. Sun reached Hankow safely 
at noon today, but members of 
his staff were aboard the machine- 
gunned airliner. 

Two women and two small chil¬ 
dren were among the passengers. 

The plane came down 10 miles 
north of Chungshan, which is 
north of Macao, in a part of 
Kwangtung province cut up by 
numerous creeks, canals and riv¬ 
ers. It WM believed some of the 
wounded might have drowned 
while trying to reach the safety 
of nearby fields.

The house 
committee on un-American activi¬ 
ties studied today a statement that 
California Communists were told 
to support the Democratic party 
as a protection against the "dan¬ 
ger which would result if our for¬ 
eign policy were changed." 

lire statement was attributed 
to William Schneiderman, secre¬ 
tary of the Communist party in 
California, by Miss Margaret Kerr 
of Los Angeles. 

Miss Kerr, an officer of the Bet¬ 
ter American federation, gave the 
committee a detailed report about 
a Communist meeting in Los An¬ 
geles last March 31. She did not 
•say specifically what "danger” 
Schneiderman feared, but indicated 
he believed a return of Republi¬ 
cans to power might alter rela¬ 
tions with the Soviet union. 

She said Schneiderman em¬ 
phasized the necessity of Com¬ 
munist "and progre.ssives gen¬ 
erally to get together poliiica"'' 
in a ’united Democrat fr'"* ’ 
the time for a third party was not 
yet ripe.” 

Her report was one of many 
documents introduced but un¬ 
touched during public hearings 
which were recessed la.st night. 
As the committee divided into 
groups for hearings in various 
parts of the county, a number of 
developments drew attention. 
These included: 

1. Chairman Dies (D., Tex.) 
complained to President Roosevelt 
that the justice department had 
declined the committee’s request 
for assignment of legal and ex¬ 
pert assistants. 

2. E. L. Oliver, executive vice 

president of Labor’s Non-PartLsan , 
league (CIO), wrote Dies that the I 
commtitee work had become a | 
"national scandal.” I 

3. Emmet Lavery, play director I 
of the WPA Federal Theater proj-1 
ect, denied in New York that the j 
project was dominated by Com-1 
munists, as charged by witnesses 
before the committee. 


Official Investigators plunged 
deeper today into a probe of 
"Fools Rush In,” defamatory poli¬ 
tical pamphlet whose publication 
has caused five arrests and rocked 
county political circles since last 
Saturday. 

Further arrests were predicted 
freely by private individuals who 
claimed to be "In the know,” but 
officials said little. 

”We are Investigating this mat¬ 
ter thoroughly,” said Dlst. Atty. 
W. P. Menton, ’’and we hope to 
get to the bottom and fina'* out 
who is responsible. We have un¬ 
covered some interesting facts.” 

What the “interesting facts’ 
were, and who might be implicated 
in the case, remained a large ques¬ 
tion, although rumors were heard 
everywhere that "important peo¬ 
ple” might be linked with the 
libelous publication distributed In 
B\illerton and La Habra last Sat- 
urda5'. 

Official Investigators were 
hampered in their work by a half 
dozen private individuals and of- 
ficeseekers, some of them defamed 
in the leaflet, who were working 
on their own initiative. 

Officials still searched for "J. 
M. Paulsen,” who ordered the leaf¬ 
lets from a Los Angeles printing 
firm almost two weeks ago and 
paid for them in large-denomina¬ 
tion bills. I 

Meanwhile Menton and Sheriff 
Logan Jackson awaited a reply 
from Presiding Judge James L. 
Allen on their request yesterday 
that the grand jury be empaneled 
immediately to investigate the 
pamphlet case. 

Judge Allen said he expected to 
rule on the request late today.

"They needed water desperately. 
There was only way to get water, 
and that was from the toilet hop¬ 
pers. So those who had shirts on 
tore them off and soaked them 
in the hopper water, and rubbed 
the wet shirts on their faces and 
bodies to keep alive.” 

Coroner Hersch said the men 
“crawled to the toilets and scooped 
up water to try to drink it, and 
that made them so sick, they 
retched.” 

"The men went stark mad dur¬ 
ing the night,” the assi.stant dis¬ 
trict attorney asserted. "They 
.saw the weaker convicts go first. 
Raving mad for some time, and 
then dropping to the floor uncon¬ 
scious. And then dying.” 

.MANY INQUIRIES 

The coroner said Morris Spatz 
and Joseph Forte, two prisoners 
found in the same cells with the 
bodies, were seriously ill. 

The coroner took charge of the 
general investigation. Separate in¬ 
quiries were underway by state, 
county, city and other officials. 
Mills said he would turn the prison 
over to any accredited investiga¬ 
tion body. 

“There is nothing in this prison 
that can be or will be concealed," 
Mills declared. "If there’s any¬ 
thing wrong in here, I’m the guy 
who wants to know it." 


SHANGHAI. (JP )—A heavily re¬ 
inforced J&panese army report¬ 
ed tonight It had smashed through 
the east gate of the strategic 
town of Julchang In Is drive up 
the Yangtze river toward Han¬ 
kow, China’s provisional capital. 

The Japanese said they were 
mopping up Chinese defenders re¬ 
maining in the walled town and 
that a second Japanese column 
had encircled Juichang to cut off 
the Chinese retreat. 

It had taken the Japanese near¬ 
ly a month to advance the 21 
miles from Kiuklang, important 
river port which fell July 26, to 
Juichang, near the south bank of 
the Yangtze , 100 airline miles 
southeast of Hankow. 


.Mrs. Elizabeth Berry, 27, wife

SAN DIEGO, (.ffl—The coast 
guard platmed an aerial search to¬ 
day for four unidentified boys who 
were swept to sea late yesterday 
after a large comber ripped an 
outboard motor off the stern of 
their skiff. 

Lifeguards said the boys were 
In the treacherous channel run¬ 
ning into Mission bay when their 
motor was carried away. They 
broke out oars, but a heavy cur¬ 
rent carried them to sea just at 
dusk.

NEW YORK. (A»)—Called before 
a congressional sub-committee in¬ 
vestigating un-.4merican activi¬ 
ties, Girolamo Valenti, anti-Fas- 
cist editor, declared today he 
would present evidence of what he 
called "an organized movement of 
Mus.solini agents to undermine our 
democracy and fascistizs the Ital¬ 
ians living in Ameri'^a." 

Valenti, who said he was chair¬ 
man of a New York anti-fascist 
committee, wa.s the first witness 
called before a three-man section 
of the special house committee 
headed by Rep. Martin Dies (D., 
Tex.), which has been holding 
hearings in Washington. 

The subcommittee's hearing 
here was private and had not been 
announced beforehand. Rep. J. 
Parnell Thomas (R., N. J.), a 
member of the subcommittee, ex¬ 
plained that he and his colleagues 
planned to inquire into "an impor¬ 
tant matter about which nothing 
can be said at present.” 

Valenti, former editor of La 
Tampa Libra, Italian language 
newspaper which has suspended 
publication, arrived with a sub¬ 
poena calling for his appearance 
"with all documents of a Fascist 
character in your possession." 

"Much has been said and done 
about the activities of the Nazis 
and the Communists in the Unit¬ 
ed States,” Valenti said in a pre¬ 
pared statement before the hear¬ 
ing. "Very little importance has 
been attached by the Washington 
authorities, the press and public 
opinion at large, to the activities 
of the Italian Fascists. And yet, 
the Fascist activities are well con¬ 
certed, well carried out and very 
subversive, in that th^ tend to 
undermine our democratic institu¬ 
tions.”

BUFFALO, N. Y. «>)—Death 
came last night to Lieut. Com¬ 
mander Frank M. Hawks, world 
famous speed filer, as he had pre¬ 
dicted—in an airplane. 

The 41-year-old aviator who had 
turned a year ago from speed fly¬ 
ing to the aviation business, 
struck some wires and crashed in 
flames on a polo field a few miles 
from Buffalo. 

Hawks, who told a friend some 
years ago “I expect to die in an 
airplane,” arid J. Hazard Camp¬ 
bell, upstate socialite and sports¬ 
man who had accepted an invita¬ 
tion for a trial spin in a small 
plane Hawks’ company sells, were 
fatally injured. 

Horrified friends, who had 
watched the take-off from the 
small field, heard the plane crash 
behind a clump of trees. They 
saw a flash as flsune shot high In 
the air. 

They pulled Hawks from the 
controls of the blazing ship and 
dragged Campbell from beneath 
a crumpled wing. The injured 
men were taken to a Buffalo hos¬ 
pital in ambulances. Neither re¬ 
gained consciousness.

WASHINGTON. (iD—Two more 
California communities had been 
acquitted by the public works ad¬ 
ministration today of charges that 
they engaged a lobbyist to seek 
PWA funds. 

Informed sources said Acting 
Administrator Howard A. Gray, 
acting on the recommendation of 
field investigators, had ordered a 
San Gabriel application for $202,- 
500 to build a sewer project re¬ 
stored to active status and pre¬ 
pared for final allotment. 

He also was declared to have 
directed PWA’s financial division 
to make the final payment on a 
Tehachapi sewage disposal proj¬ 
ect. The amount involved was 
not disclosed. 

The two projects, along with 
six other applications from Cali¬ 
fornia, had been under suspension 
since July 14 while PWA investi¬ 
gators sought to verify reports 
that a man identified by Secre¬ 
tary Ickes as Glenn E. Miller of 
Hollywood and Washington had 
been active In their behalf. 

A South Laguna application, 
suspended at the same time, was 
cleared of suspicion and restored 
to good standing almost immedi¬ 
ately. 

Investigators were reported to 
have found nothing to substanti¬ 
ate charges, made by an uniden¬ 
tified “third party,” that Miller 
was connected with the San GS/- 
briel application. It was said in¬ 
vestigation disclosed that Miller 
was not even known to city of¬ 
ficials. 

No evidence was found to indi¬ 
cate that the city of Tehachapi 
had paid any money to Miller 
to further its application. 

With reference to the remain¬ 
ing suspended California projects, 
PWA officials said investigation 
of the individual applications, in¬ 
volving requests for approximate¬ 
ly $1,750,000, were in various 
states of completion.

"Just as the plane disappeared 
we heard a loud crash and a flash 
of flame shot up behind the trees. 
We knew he had struck the elec¬ 
tric wires and telephone poles. 

“We ran to the plane and found 
Hawks inside the burning machine 
in the seat. His clothes were on 
fire so we stripped him and pulled 
him away.”

RETURN SPRINT 

BONNEVILLE SALT FLATS, 
Utah. (iP)“Capt. George E. T. Ey¬ 
ston pounded his big automobile 
through the measured mile at 
347.155 miles per hour today, the 
fastest ever attained by man on 
land, but failure of an electric 
eye timing device on the return 
journey robbed the Englishman of 
a new record. 

Ey.ston drove his seven-ton 
“Thunderbolt” at lightning clip 
down the 13-mile salt track and 
back again for the two runs neces¬ 
sary to establish an official mark. 

The timing apparatus, which 
functioned perfectly on the first 
run, failed to register on the sec¬ 
ond just as Eyston roared into the 
mea.sured mile in an effort to bet¬ 
ter the mark of 311.42 miles per 
hour he established here last year. 

Eyston's time for the outward 
mile was 10.37 seconds, far ahead 
of his fastest previous single run, 
11.33 seconds or 317.74 miles per 
hour. 

Officials admitted that Eyston 
traveled faster on the return trip 
than on the outward sprint, pos¬ 
sibly approaching 355 miles per 
hour or nearly six miles a minute, 
but failure of the timing device 
frustrated him. 

“I don't feel the run was at all 
in vain,” Ey.ston said. “The new 
Thunderbolt ran perfectly. I'll run 
again just as soon as the timing 
eye is fixed.” 

The tough-luck Engli-shman ex¬ 
plained that the bright morning 
sun caused the electric eye beam 
to fail. It clocks when the car's 
shadow passes through the beam. 

Because of light refraction from 
the blazing white salt, "Thunder¬ 
bolt” failed to cut the beam, 
Eyston said.

REINHARDT'S 
PROOUaiON OE 
EAUST PRAISED 

By W. B. CLAUSEN 

HOLLYWOOD, Calif. (Ah—The 
little doctor of Cracow whose 
black magic 430 years ago gave 
him undying fame would surely 
be flabbergasted could he witness 
the wizardry with which his story 
was told last night in Hollywood 
hills, under the stars. 

"Never before was there such a 
setting for 'Faust',” exclaimed 
Max Reinhardt, whose spectacular 
productions of Goethe's classic 
tragedy attracteu far-reaching at¬ 
tention in Europe as far back as 
1909. 

The 1300 spectators, from movie 
stars to curiosity seekers in the 
brilliant premiere audience, 
gathered in the open air pilgrim¬ 
age theater, were thrilled and 
amazed. The Viennese producer 
achieved his desire in inaugurat¬ 
ing the first annual Salzburg fes¬ 
tival in Hollywood, bringing to the 
new world of the west an atmos¬ 
phere of enthusiasm as great if not 
greater than any of his European 
efforts. 

From one of Hollywood’s surging 
thoroughfares with its multi¬ 
colored premiere searchlights the 
audience was transported through 
a ticket gate to a Bavarian moun¬ 
tain village. On either side, as 
well as in front, extending far up 
the slope of Hollywood hills was 
this village, designed by Nicolai 
Remlsoff, as setting for "Faust.” 

Since Christopher Marlowe on 
Sept. 30, 1594 presented the first 
recorded showing of a play about 
the Cracow doctor’s compact with 
the devil, no such combination of 
atmosphere and talent has been at¬ 
tempted as in last night’s produc¬ 
tion. 

Superb as was the acting of 
Conrad Nagel in the title role of 
Faust, Margo as Marguerite, 
George Houston as Mephisto- 
pheles and Lenore Ulric as Mar¬ 
tha, the play blended into a har¬ 
monious three-hour entrancement 
in which the critic thought more of 
the unity of the spectacle than in¬ 
dividual performance of the ac¬ 
tors. 

It truly is a fine product of a 
master’s "workshop,” as Reinhardt 
terms his production activities. 
While the producer follows the 
Goethe text. Albeit in English, his 
staging of a prologue, two acts 
and an epilogue embraces many 
episodes of the Faust tales not in 
the opera versions of Gounod, Ber¬ 
lioz or Boito. 


Russell Appeals 
Suit for $207.50 

Required to return $207,50 he 
assertedly was paid by mistake by 
a title company, Fred Russell, for¬ 
mer owner of an Orange county 
ranch, today appealed to superior 
court from the decision of Justice 
of the Peace Kenneth Morrison.

Army Begins to Think New 
Uniforms Do Not Resemble 
Prison Garb; Trial Ordered 


WASHINGTON. tS>»—The army 
has given some of its men a peek 
at the proposed slate-blue winter 
uniform, and many have pro¬ 
nounced it satisfactory after all. 

When photographs of the sug¬ 
gested attire were displayed last 
week-end, there were criticisms 
from both officers and enlisted 
men that it resembled prison garb. 

But a glance at the informal 
uniforms shows it doesn't have 
the washed-out look they had an¬ 
ticipated. Instead, the color is vir¬ 
tually the same as that worn by 
the army’s flying cadets at Ran¬ 
dolph and Kelly fields. Students 
at many military schools drill in 
much the same shade of blue. 

Bi-swing shoulder pleats give as 
much freedom of action as is found 
in a golfer’s jacket. 


Appearance, however, was only 
one consideration in the general 
staff’s decision Saturday to order 
a year’s field trial of the uniform 
by scattered troops. 

A board of three officers which 
for more than two years consid¬ 
ered materials and cuts laid great¬ 
er emphasis on comfort, lower 
cost, less visibility, and the ability 
to obtain exactly the same shade 
of blue in unlimited quantities. 

The new caps are a far cry 
from the present stiff garrison and 
field headgear. One type to be 
tested in the field is like the pres¬ 
ent jaunty overseas cap, plus a 
♦Isor. Another type resembles a 
motor policeman’s. Both can be 
shoved into pockets without dif¬ 
ficulty, or can be worn under steel 
helmets.

You’d think they were some¬ 
thing new, the way those Chinker 
Cheks (they’re the same idea if 
you call them Hop Chlng checkers 
or Hop Ching checkers) are tak¬ 
ing the country by storm.

But they’re really several years 
old, only difference being they’re 
played with marbles, not "men, 
like the original game: It just 
shows what a small technical point 
it takes to change a "flop” into a 
fad that makes millions for manu¬ 
facturers, hundreds of dollars for 
retailers. 

• » • 

Chinker Clheks is newest in a 
long series of fad games that have 
taken over the limelight in Santa 
Ana entertainment circles since 
the war. The games all are dU- 
ferent, but most of them have a 

few things in common. 

• • • 

Most of them, for instance, are 
directly inspired by either depres¬ 
sion or prosperity. They all are 
TOod for one big peak in sales, 
and they’ll never put on a come¬ 
back that matches the original 
peak. ’They start quietly, build to 
a peak In three or four months, 
last two or three months, are 
killed by imitations, then fall off 
to scattered sales that will keep 

up for several years. 

^ * « • 

Bob Brown, Santa Ana Book¬ 
store proprietor, who’s been sell¬ 
ing fad games since the days of 
Mah Jong, cites some of the earlier 
fads and why they clicked: 

• » • 

Mah Jong Itself was a prosper¬ 
ity game, and the popularity was 
based more on show than amuse¬ 
ment. Dough-heavy people bought 
costly sets (Brown sold 150 sets 
at $22.50 each during the gay 
20 ’a), used them largely for show- 
off. 

» • • 

Then during Depression I. when 
people stayed away from shows 
and amused themselves at home, 
it was jig-saw puzzles that caught 
the fancy. Monopoly came in 
strong (an occasional set still is 
being sold) three years later, when 
everyone was conscious of finances 
and financial shenanigans. 

• • • 

This year, what with Depression 
n, has tieen a banner year for 
fads, as manufacturer.® have been 
throwing every effort into getting 
one that’ll click. It started last 
winter with Pick-Up-Sticks, was 
followed by "Snow l^lte and the 
Seven Dwarfs” games, Charlie Mc¬ 
Carthy dolls, and "There 'They 
Go,” a horse-racing game that 
rode on Santa Anita’.s publicity. 

m 0 m 

Ail those games did right well 
by the retailers, but these latest 
Chinker Cheks look like the things 
they’ve longed for, since sales 
have climbed to where Santa Ana 
stationers and drug stores are 
selling 20 and 30 dozen a week. 
The peak will fall off early in 
September, dealers predict. 

* « * 

To experienced dealers (who 
know the period from September 
to Christmas always is slowest in 
fad games), the potential popu¬ 
larity of any new game is fair¬ 
ly .predictable. They knew, for 
Instance, that Monopoly would 
have only a "flash appeal,” since 
It isn’t the kind of game that 
people would play over and over. 

* « « 

Chinker Cheks, though, is 
something like plain checkers, 
something like chess and is like¬ 
ly to hold the limelight longer. 
Sales will drop off when they hit 
a saturation point, but already- 
purchased games will be played 
from time to time for months to 


First published several years 
ago by Parker Bros, (promoters 
of Monopoly, numerous other suc¬ 
cessful games), Chinker Cheks 
flopped. They were put out again 
three or four months ago, with 
marbles Instead of wooden men, 
and they’ve sold faster and fast¬ 
er ever since. 

• « • 

One woman even bought eight 
sets at once, planned to use them 
for a big party. Numerous oth¬ 
er smaller parties have been built 
around them, and guests naturally 
figured they needed a set for their 
own private amusement. (One 
customer even sent a set to a 
friend in Arabia.)

Chinker Cheks, first to be pro¬ 
moted during the present craze, 
are put out by Brown Manufac¬ 
turing company in St. Louis, pre¬ 
sumably were inspired in China, 
although all the promoting and 
manufacturing has been done in 
this country. Hop cailng check¬ 
ers, fast-selling substitute, is dis¬ 
tributed by J. Pressman & Co.

Biggest fad in recent history 
was jig-saw puzzles, since major¬ 
ity of those who "got the bug” 
purchased several dozen puzzles 
before it was over.

Formation of a sanitary dis¬ 
trict for Midway City was in pros¬ 
pect today, with filing of a peti¬ 
tion yesterday afternoon with the 
board of supervisors. 

Burr Brown, Santa Ana attor¬ 
ney representing proponents of the 
district, presented a petition bear¬ 
ing names of 36 residents of Mid¬ 
way City asking formation of a 
distict.

' HELD STRIKE 
IS PREDIGED 

I 

An end within eight or 10 do;’s 
ot the drawn-out strike of Orange 
county Mexican agricultural work¬ 
ers—now affecting only a rela¬ 
tively fed chili, tomato and straw¬ 
berry pickers—was forcecast to¬ 
day by workers’ representatives, 
following a mass meeting of 750 
laborers in Delhi last night. 

During last night’s meeting, ad¬ 
dressed by Rafael Heredia, Mex¬ 
ican consul, the workers all agreed 
to have Heredia Intervene and set¬ 
tle the matter to the best of his 
ability with local ranchers. 

Workers who joined in the re¬ 
quest represented all three unions 
represented in the current dispute 
—A. F. of L., CIO and the Federa¬ 
tion of Mexican Agricultural 
workers. 

The latter group, known as the 
Cucom, was the first to call a 
strike, and its walkout still was 
the only one technically in effect 
today, although employes of all 
American growers have gone back 
to work. Some Japanese farm¬ 
ers’ employes still are out, and 
the present strike in the Dvine 
district is affecing only workers 
who are hired under the contrac¬ 
tor system, it was revealed today 
by Lucas Lucio, workers’ repre¬ 
sentative. 

Nine cars of CIO sympathiz¬ 
ers paraded up and down on Log¬ 
an street this morning, but po¬ 
lice reported there was no sign 
of disorder. 

Lucio, meanwhile, released a 
statement charging George Gra¬ 
ham and the Associated Farmers 
with responsibility for the "labor 
disturbance.” 

“I charge that George Graham 
and the Associated Farmers are 
responsible for the present labor 
disturbance that has destroyed 
the confidence of the Japanese 
growers and the Mexican field 
workers, a confidence which has 
prevailed in the past,” he state¬ 
ment said. 

“This group has a lot to an¬ 
swer for the industrial peace of 
the county and for the workers’ 
future, whom I represent, and I 
declare that the Associated Farm¬ 
ers and George Graham are in 
no position to question my con¬ 
nection with the Mexican consu¬ 
late and with the workers of the 
county. 

“I callenge this group to sub¬ 
mit to an investigation commit¬ 
tee, composed of the immigration 
and housing commissioner of the 
state of California and the U. S. 
federal authorities, in order to 
determine the causes of the pres¬ 
ent labor disturbance. The work¬ 
ers are willing to submit to said 
investigation at any time. 

"The workers’ connection with 
the CIO came into existence only 
after every effort to settle the 
question has been exhausted, and 
this Is their only means of de- 
I fense against the A.s.sodated 
Farmers. 

] "With regards to the ’walkout’ 1 
of the workers in the Irvine area, 
this was done in protest to the 
contracting system which has 
prevailed there for many years.”

What juices make the best sum¬ 
mer drinks ? There are many. 

Some may be served alone, sweet¬ 
ened a bit and thoroughly chilled. 

Others are delicious in combina¬ 
tions. Apple, apricot, grape, logan¬ 
berry, currant, raspberry, straw¬ 
berry, pineapple, grapefruit—those 
aro a few. 

THE TART TOUCH 

Bear in mind that tart drinks 
are the best thirst-satisfiers. 

Try this fruit chill in your punch 
bowl: Boil together for two min¬ 
utes two cups of granulated sugar, 
and two cups of boiling water. 

Cool. Add Two cups of orange 
juice, one cup of pineapple juice, 
one cup of strawberry juice and 
half a cup of lemon juice. Chill 
until serving time. Then combine 
with two quarts of iced water 
and two quarts of chilled ginger 


erator (or into a regular freezer) 
and let stand until mushy. Then 
quickly add to two cups of iced 
water and two quarts of ginger 
ale. 

Serve your smash in tall glasses 
which have been half filled with 
chopped ice. Top each glass with 
mint leaves, red cherries and small 
balls of pineapple or apricot sher¬ 
bet.

FRUITY ICE CUBES 

Have you ever thought of add¬ 
ing blackberry cubes to plain old- 
fashioned lemonade ? 'ITiey are 
delicious and are very easy to 
freeze. All you have to do is mix 
two cups of berries with one cup 
of water and half a cup of sugar. 
Boil for one minute. Cool and 
strain. Then pour the juice into 
a refrigerator tray and freeze it. 
When you get tired of blackberry 
cubes try cherry, grape, blueberry 
or apricot cubes. And experiment 
with thorn in other drinks than 
lemonade. 

Small fruits, berries and diced 
fruits—frozen—give a dainty fla¬ 
vor when used to garnish punches. 
Frozen ginger ale broken into par¬ 
ticles is also a delicious addition 
to punch or chilled drinks served 
in individual glasses.

SMALLER J. C. ISSUE WINS SUPPORT 


SCHOOL BOARD 
MEMBERS ARE 
OPTIMISTIC 

A formal resolution calling for 
an election to decide the fate of 
$385,000 in bonds to help build 
a modern $700,000 Santa Ana Jun¬ 
ior college plant, was being draft¬ 
ed In the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice today, with the board of edu¬ 
cation scheduled to adopt it at a 
recessed session iate this week. 

Board members, meanwhiie, be¬ 
came increasingly optimi.stic to¬ 
day over the prospects that the 
Issue would carry, as they con¬ 
tacted several taxpayers who had 
expressed opposition to the orig¬ 
inal plan for a $1,700,000 plant. 

"Some citizens who opposed the 
original plan at the public meet¬ 
ing last Friday on grounds that 
It would increase the tax rate too 
much have told me they would 
actively support the smaller is¬ 
sue,” Board President George 
Wells commented. 

The $385,000 i.ssue, contingent 
on being matched by $315,000 in 
PWA funds, would raise the tax 
rate 12 cents next year, board 
members explained, or "only $3 
for an average $5000 home in San¬ 
ta Ana.” The boosted rate grad¬ 
ually would decrease until the 
bonds all are retired in 1958. 

The bond issue’s chances of car¬ 
rying, school trustees indicate, 
will be strengthened by Director 

D. K. Hammond’s recommendation 
of the $700,000 plant as “an ade¬ 
quate beginning for a modern 
junior college plant.” 

Although additions to the cur¬ 
tailed project must be made 
from time to time, the board 
adopted the smaller plan as the 
"most economical unit,” consider¬ 
ing that interest on bonds that 
would be saved by a delay in con¬ 
structing other units would de¬ 
crease the benefits derived from 
receiving'additional federal aid. 


More Protests Against High 
Taxes Sent County Board, 
Even Before Rate Is Fixed 


County supervisors, who have 
not yet fixed tax rates for 1938-39, 
but who expect to approve a larg¬ 
er tax bill than last year’s, got two 
more protests in advance yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

Viola D. Franklin, 1001 East 
Chestnut street, wrote the board 
that taxes are “burdensome 
enough as it is . . . any addition 
would be very unfair.” 


C. N. Grace, route 1, Garden 
Grove, went into greater detail. 
He listed five properties he owns, 
including a two-story brick build¬ 
ing in Orange and a 10-acre ranch, 
and bemoaned rising taxes. 

“I have not caught up enough,” 
he said, “to pay back the money 
I had to borrow to pay last year’s 
taxes. ... I hope I can catch up. 
. . . I am getting desperate about 
it.”

WINS DEFENSE 

Attacked by Supervisor N. E. 
West yesterday afternoon for en¬ 
closing his campaign cards with 
old-age pension checks. County 
Auditor W. T. Lambert today said 
he did so with the idea that "the 
recipients could read them if they 
wanted to, or they could throw 
them in the wastebasket.” 

Lambert said campaign cards 
had been enclosed with part of the 
checks mailed the first of this 
month, but said he had investi¬ 
gated carefully before hand and 
found there was nothing illegal 
about the procedure. 

"The district attorney’s office 
has corroborated me on that,” said 
Lambert today.

West, during the board’s meet¬ 
ing yesterday afternoon, asked 
Walker to prepare a written opin¬ 
ion “on the right of county offi¬ 
cials to mail political cards at 
county expense.”

Mrs. Harwell rose from prayer, 
saying her left hand offended her 
and she wished forgiveness for her 
sins. 

She went outside the cabin, 
Harwell said, and gouged out her 
eye with a pair of scissors. Then 
she placed her hand against a 
cement pipe and hacked it off with 


an axe. Harwell said she struck 
her wrist three times before she 
severed the offending hand. 

The cotton picker said his wife 
came back into the cabin "ap¬ 
parently without pain.” He bound 
her wrist and two hours later 
summoned an ambulance. At Mer¬ 
cy hospital doctors said the wo¬ 
man was in good condition and 
would survive. 

The wrist was so badly muti¬ 
lated surgeons had to sever the 
arm further up.

Meanwhile the board was in¬ 
structing Supervisor Mitchell to 
appear before superior court Fri¬ 
day afternoon and ask that the 
court reject Menton’s motion for 
leave to withdraw, “until and tm- 
less the attorney general appoints 
special counsel.” 

Menton made the withdraws^ 
move last week, after Special At¬ 
torney Edgar Hervey of San Diego 
had failed to file a bill of particu¬ 
lars demanded by Jackson’s attor¬ 
ney in the first case, which asked 
$75,000; and had dismissed that 
case and filed another suit for 
$100,000, with no authorization 
from the board and without con¬ 
sulting Menton, whose “special as¬ 
sistant” he is. 

MENTON READY TO ACT 

Menton charged Hervey’s action 
was “improper and unauthorized,” 
and said again that he at aU times 
has been ready to file an appro¬ 
priate and proper action to deter¬ 
mine rights of the sheriff and of 
the county In the controversial 
j salary ordinance, written by Men- 
' ton and then rewritten outside his 
office with provisions calling for 
five officials to turn over to the 
county fees which they have kept 
under state law. 

“We know positively there is 
nothing like $100,000 involved,” 
said Supervisor Harry Riley, who 
commented that “the case is get¬ 
ting far away from the salary or¬ 
dinance, which I thought we were 
going to test.” 

‘"nie whole thing was muddled 
up, said Mitchell. 

"That’s because Mr. Menton 
lacks good faith,” answered West. 

"Why do you have to expect 
bad faith on his part?” asked 
Riley. 

“I didn’t expect it—^but there’s 
enough evidence to show it,” said 
West.

At last here’s one who says unlimited power for 
bureaus and commissions may not be ideal. 

Speaking before the administration’s monopoly inves¬ 
tigation committee, A. A. Berle, jr., one of the original 
brain trusters, said that “any agency granting the licenses 
(for interstate business) might become ‘an economic dic¬ 
tator.’ ” 

In this case he was speaking of the proposal of Sen¬ 
ators O’Mahoney and Borah that all business doing inter¬ 
state business be licensed, on the theory that license and 
federal control could and would prevent monopoly. 

At another point, speaking of government regulation 
of business generally, he said that “it is often unsound to 
. have governmental boards making regulations without 
assuming responsibility for the results,” and cited “the 
decay of the int'^rstate commerce commission” as “an 
admirable illustration.” 

That kind of talk, coming from a brain truster, is 
startling. It makes Mr. Berle, for the time being at least, 
our favorite brain truster. But his unorthodox, almost 
heretical, utterances lead to the fear that his brain trust 
tenure may not endure very miNi longer.

WASHINGTON — A vigorous 
battle involving the question ol 
one-millionth of .a cent has been 
raging behind the scenes, and hat- 
involved two members of the presi¬ 
dent’s family, Jimmy and Elliott. 

The battle was over an airplane 
route between Houston and 
Brownsville, Tex., and the two 
companies bidding were Eastern 
Air lines and Braniff Airways. 
Both wanted to be the first line 
flying over this important link be¬ 
tween Mexico and the eastern 
United States, because lines al¬ 
ready in operation receive prefer¬ 
ence under the new aeronautics 
authority. 

Braniff therefore offered to carry 
U. S. mail for one-millionth of a 
cent per mile. Eastern Air lines 
simultaneously put in a formal bid 
of $00.00 per mile. Before making 
the bid. Eastern Air lines’ astute 
Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, fa¬ 
mous World war ace, had looked 
up precedents for zero bids and 
found them to be legal. 

However, he reckoned without 
Elliott Roosevelt. Elliott lives at 
Fort Worth, through which Braniff 
Airways pass. Also Fort Worth is 
the home of Amon Carter, friend 
and sponsor of Elliott Roosevelt. 

Elliott began to pull wires in 
Washington, got his brother Jimmy 
to intervene with their father. For 
a time it looked as if Eastern Air 
lines would lose out. Finally, how¬ 
ever, the low bid prevailed. 

The millionth of a cent bid of 
Braniff was thrown out and the 
$00.00 bid of Eastern Air lines ac¬ 
cepted. As a result it will soon be 
possible to take a plane at 10 p. m. 
in New York, and have lunch next 
day in Mexico City. 

Big Broadcasters 

Here is how the big broadcasting 
companies feel about the Roosevelt 
administration. 

When Congressman Davey Lew¬ 
is, New Deal candidate against old 
deal Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
went on the air last week after 
the President’s social security 
speech, the Columbia Broadcasting 
company charged him regular com¬ 
mercial rates. 

But three days later when Con¬ 
gressman John O’Connor of New 
York went on the air to answer the 
president, the Columbia Broadcast¬ 
ing company gave him free time. 
O’Connor Is running from only one 
district in New York City. Yet 
Columbia gave him a coast-to-coast 
hook-up. 

Note — Representatives of Co¬ 
lumbia include Paul Porter, former 
New Deal executive in the AAA, 
also Judge John Bums, former 
counsel of the Securities and Ex¬ 
change commission. 

A New Deal Find 

Thanks to Assistant Secretary 
Dick Patterson, things are looking 
up around the dissension-ridden 
commerce department. 

When he took office several 
months ago, Washington labeled 
him a pleasant young man with a 
flair for clothes, an ingratiating 
social manner and not much else. 
Now the capital knows better. 

In the short time he has been on 
the job, Patterson has perked up 
the morale of the entire depart¬ 
ment. This is particularly true in 
the much battered bureau of for¬ 
eign and domestic commerce, 
which has undergone one upheav¬ 
al after another since that fateful 
day in July, 1933, when 453 mem¬ 
bers of its Washington staff and 
several hundred foreign service of¬ 
ficers were /Ired. 

Strengthening the bureau was 
one of Patterson’s first tasks. As 
a result of his quiet efforts the fol¬ 
lowing changes in executive per¬ 
sonnel have been made: 

Promotion of Ernest A. Tupper. 
one of the ablest and most consci¬ 
entious experts in the bureau, to 
chief stati^cian. 


The shifting of Laoey C. Zapf, 
assistant Director oi tne oureau, lu 
Sydney, Australia, and H. Law¬ 
rence Groves, chief of the foreign 
commerce service, to Shanghai, 
China. 

The appointment of Willard L. 
Thorp, brilliant young economist, 
as Patterson’s chief assistant in 
the monopoly probe, in which the 
commerce department participates. 

In naming Thorp, Patterson 
brought the young man back to a 
department from which he wa.s 
ousted six years ago with the sec¬ 
ret connivance of Secretary Dan 
Roper. Thorp was the president’s 
first selection as director of the 
foreign and domestic bureau, was 
making an excellent record when 
some of the patronage grabbers in 
the senate began sniping at him 
because he was a republican. 

Roper could have saved Thorp 
had he wanted to. But “Uncle Dan,” 
a master patronage-gobbler on his 
own account, didn't lift a finger. 
So Thorp’s confirmation was re¬ 
jected. 

Today, he is back in the depart¬ 
ment as Patterson’s lieutenant and 
coun.seling him on how to revive 
the bureau wrecked by Roper’s 
ineptness and bungling.

70% of the wheat and cotton,

put of the globe. 

"The United States po.s.se.sses 
almost $11,000,000,000 in gold, or 
nearly half of the world’s mone¬ 
tary metal. It has two-thirds of 
civilization’s banking re.sourccs. 
The purchasing power of the popu¬ 
lation is greater than that of the 
500,000,000 people in Europe and 
much larger than that of the 
more than a billion A.siatics, 
“Responsible leader.ship which 
cannot translate such a bulging 
economy into assured prosperity 
is destitute of capacity. But 
pompus statesmen, looking over 
the estate, solemnly declare that 
the methods by which it was 
created are all wrong, ought to be 
abandoned, mu.st be discarded; 
that the time has come to sub¬ 
stitute political management for 
individual initiative and super¬ 
vision."
